The 
selection of the first regular parlia- 
ment under the republic is. there- 
fore, regarded as probably indica- 
tive 'of Spain's political future. 


The big mystery of the campaign 


is the trend of the newly acquired 
women's vote. Spanish women al- 
ways have been regarded as highly 
devout and several women's organi- 
zations have condemned the radical 
anti-church measures passed by the 
constitutional assembly. 


The constitution itself separates 


church 
and state but the leftist 


element in the assembly 
passed 


measures 
sequestrating 
church 


property, dissolving religious orders 
and taking education out of 
the 


hands of clericals. 


Revolution Fires Die 


Other measures, such as drastic 


labor legislation, have been under 
fire and conservative leaders have 
charged that the assembly exceeded 
its authority in many instances. 


They assert that the constitu- 


tional congress did not represent 
the 
real 
opinion of the country. 


They hold that it was only a re- 
flection of the- drive of fiery revo- 
lutionists intent on ousting Alfonso. 


Now, 
after two and a half years, 


they predict that the pendulum of 
public thought will swing to a more 
moderate stroke. 


The socialists, with 117 deputies, 


had the largest faction in the con- 
stitutional assembly but not ever, 
the most sanguine of their leaders 
predicts that number will be elect- 
ed November 19. The party virtual-

Azana was premier, but his cab- 
inet fell under an 
avalanche 
of 


rightist votes polled in April and 
September municipal elections.

This was sup- 
plmented by half a dozen mlnori- 
ti?s of from 1 to 50 deputies each 
all of a liberal centrist stamp.

Lenoux replaced A2ana in Sep- 


tember but resigned a few weeks 
later when he saw it was impos- 
sible for him to get anywhere with 
the congress. He was succeeded by 
his chief aide, Diego Martinez Bar- 
rios, who heads a coalition govern- 
ment which dissolved the assem- 
bly.

One motor club reports that a j 


committee checking up on accident] 
causes and, motor law violations in 
its territory found eighty-five per 
cent due to failure to comply with! 
stop sign regulations, according to 
the P. M. F. Similar findings have 
been made in a number of other 
communities. 


"Motorists should realize that stop | 


signs are erected for their safety j 
and convenience, and not look upon i 
them as a necessary evil, as many j 
seem to do," said Henry M. Scharf, 
president of the local club. "Drivers-1 
who fail to stop on entering through 
highways 
jeopardize 
their 
own 


safety and that of others, and 
should be dealt with to the full ex- 
tent of the law. 


Yield Right of Way 


"The letters S-T-O-P on a sign 


at an intersection mean that—and 
more. 
Section 1014 of the motor 


code requires not only a dead stop, 
but yielding the right of way to 
traffic on the main route. In other 
words, the mere act of stopping does 
not mean compliance with the law. 
The operator must be sure that the 
way is clear for him to enter or 
cross the intersection without inter- 
fering with traffic on the mam 
highway. 
If he fails to do this, 


even though he has stopped, at the 
sign, the brunt of responsibility 
rests with him. 


"Operators of fire department, .po- 


lice or fire patrol vehicles respond- 
ing to a fire alarm, in the chase or 
apprehension of violators of the law, 
or ambulances traveling in emer- 
gencies are the only vehicles or oper- 
ators exempt ,from, the....stop,-sign, 
provisions" of the law, and even in 
these instances proper warning sig- 
nals must be given to oncoming 
traffic before entering the inter- 
section." 


Mr. Scharf further explained that 


under the law two types of stop in- 
tersections are provided for. One 
is the regular through-traffic stop 
sign, erected along boulevard streets 
or highways. The other is a sign 
erected at a dangerous intersection 
on a street cr highway not desig- 
nated as a through-traffic route. 
"This latter provides for the erec- j 
tion of stop signs only at points 
where conditions warrant on cer- 
tain routes," he said, "thus elimi-, 
nating the necessity of designating 
the entire highway as a through- 
traffic route, but protecting the in- 
tersections that are 
dangerous.

Washington, Nov. 11 (AP).—In 


the words of President Roosevelt, 
there are to be no more "elaborate- 
ly ornamented 
conspicuous stone 


structures frequently produced as 
postoffices" at huge expense 
in 


small cities and towns. In other 
words, the pride of the congress- 
man will no longer be expressed in 
expensive structures which usually 
are entirely out of keeping with the 
arcitectural scheme of the com- 
munity. 


More modest and fitting- postof- 


fices will be constructed in the fu- 
ture in cities with populations of 
5,000,10,000 and 15,000. Under such 
modification, the federal govern- 
ment expects to save 50 per cent of 
the usual cost of poatoffice'build- 
ings. 


In line with this policy an allot- 


ment of $16,678,675 for the con- 
struction of 237 public buildings 
was announced today by Harold L. 
Ickes, public works admirdsrtator. 


This embraces 160 postoffices of 
"sensible 
utilitarian character, 


nstead of the monumental edifices 
which have been 
built 
in past 


years." 


All the buildings provided for in 


the allotment represents the result 
of studies of previous postoffice 
projects which brought wholesale 
revisions 
downward in 
expense 


without loss of efficiency. 


The allotment raised the toUl of 


federal structures to be erected 
under supervision of the treasury 
from public works funds to 389 at 
a cost of $53,935,944. Additional 
similiar buildings are now being 
considered. 


Mechanicsburg is one of the 27 


communities in Pennsylvania on 
the list for new postoffices. 
An 


allocation of $68,895 has 
been 


granted for the federal building 
there.
